To Pro tect So ng Birds. 


Game Warden Lo veday o f Chicago 
fathers a new ga me bill which has 
been intro duced in tho legislature by 
Senato r Bego le. 
If it beco mes a law it 
will fo rbid entirely the killing o f prai­ 
rie chickens and quail fo r three y ears 
after the passage o f the act: and alter 
the expiratio n o f that time the birds 
may be killed with a sho tgun held to 
the sho ulder, during the mo nth o f Sep­ 
tember o nly . 
Ano ther sectio n pro tects all birds o f 
the snipe and plo ver families during a 
po rtio n o f the spring and all summer 
fro m bo th sho o ting ao d sale. 
Hereto ­ 
fo re these birds were entirely unpro ­ 
tected. 
The bill also pro tects all so ng and in­ 
sectivo ro us birds, leaving no ne o ut but 
the English sparro w, 
the cro w, the 
cro w blackbird and the chicken hawk. 
Nest ro bb'ng by bo ys under 
ftcen 
y ears o f a ge will be sto pped, and per­ 
so ns o ver that a ge may co llect b.rd** 
and eggs fo r scientific purpo ses o nly. 
To do this a license must be o btained, 
a certificate o f cha ra cter fro m two 
well kno wn scientific men be pre-er.ted 
and bo nd o f $200 filed. 
The measure pro vides fo r the crea ­ 
tio n o f a Sta te Bo ard o f Fo rre-try and 
Pheasantry , to co nsist o f » even mem­ 
bers, live o f who m are to be appo inted 
by the go verno r, the go verno r himself, 
and the state ga me co mmissio ner, an­ 
o ther created o ffice, to be members ex­ 
o fficio . 
It is pro po sed to buy o r iea» e 
lands fo r a state ga me farm, where 
bo th native and fo reign ga me birds are 
to be pro pagated. 
To pro vide a fund fo r the pro paga­ 
tio n o f game, every lilino i.- hunter must 
hereafter take o ut a license to sho o t 
and pay $1 fo r the privilege. 
Any no n­ 
resident o f the state who wishes to go 
gunning in Illino is must pay $2‘ fo r a 
permit.

was called to a tte n d him. F e a rin g th a t 
In- m ight have to re turn to the institu 
tion if caug h t by th e p olice he crep t 
aw ay the nex t nigh t while his relatives, 
who were in the nex t room, tho ug ht 
him sleep ing, and now the p olice are 
looking for him.

slip unnoticed into the en try and then 
get outside unseen. 
The guards, who 
w ere stationed lot) yards away, did not 
see him, and it was not until an hour 
later th at his absence was discovered.
